After January I 


A me,Uerial increase in 
postage 
rates will go into effect at all Unit­ 
ed States post offices January I, 
Perry Sparks, Hamlin postmaster, 
warned this week. 
The increase will effect almost all 
types of mail and postal services, 
Sparks said. 
Airmail letter rates will be in­ 
creased from Sc for the first ounce 
to 6c, and rates for air mail post 
cards will be upped from 3c to 4. 
Third class (postage rates will be 
increased from the former l% c for 
the first two ounces to 2c and parcel 
post Tates will be increased approx­ 
imately IO per cent. 
Rates for special delivery letters 
will be increased from the former 
13c to 15c and money order fees 
have been upped from 6c for the 
first $5 to IOC with comparable in­ 
creases for larger amounts. 
Postal notes that formerly cost 
5c will cost 8c under the new price 
schedule, while registered and in. 
sured mail will be given a boost of 
approximately 20' per cent.
